LONDON. April 5. — The first demonstration of a "mili- 


jtary front" against the menace of disorders attending the na- 
i lion-wide coal strike was made by the government just before 
! parliament convened this afternoon to hear Premier Lloyd- 


5 George's plans and to debate the industrial crisis. 


Two battalions of Coldstream guards and a company of 


Irish guards summoned from Alderschott marched thru White- 
hall in full equipment including tin hats and preceded by bands, 
toward the St. James barracks where they are held for 
emergency. 


The danger of a general strike of the "triple alliance"—• 


miners, raihvaymen, and transport workers—seemed to dimm- 
ish as the hour for a show down by the government on its plans 
approached. Premier Lloyd George was expected to suggest 
retention of government control of the mines and coal for an- 
other month pending a settlement. 


Behind closed doors in the great Central hall, labor's head- 


quarters 400 delegates of the transport workers organization 
met a delegation of miners. President Gosling of the miners' 
union handed them an appeal which said: 


"Your turn comes next. The miners' lockout is the first 


battle. In the front line trenches stand the men of the coal 
fields. Are you going to refuse them your support?" 


No action was taken by the transport workers. 
President 


Williams of their union denied this morning's reports that they 
had decided to strike. The transport men's executive commit- 
tee meets this afternoon and the full delegation is expected to 
reach a final decision at a meeting at 10:30 o'clock tomorrow 
morning.

were jreluctanl to precipitate a general tie-up by the triple al-^ 
liance.The miners" appeal for the transport workers' support em-- 
phasized the hardships that a reduction of wages such as is pro- 
posed by the mine owners would work upon the miners and ulti- 
jmately on all workers.

Both its freight and passenger traffic grew to enormous 


proportions by 1910 and held its own for five years more. But 
by 1915 the automobile had come into its own. It was a fixture 
and with the determination of its status came the insistent de- 
mand from both city and rural populaces for more and better 
roads. This demand swelled into a roar heard from coast to 
coast and with its granting came the doom of the interurban. 


It is settled that there will be no more interurban lines 


built save in exceptional cases, and these most rare. It is un- 
fortunate that the era of automobile development could not have 
come twenty years earlier and thus saved the investment of 
millions of capital, much of which was never realized on. But 
fate decreed otherwise. The downfall of the interurban is one 
of the commercial tragedies of our rapidly developing commer- 
cial and industrial age. It has been unfortunate, but inevitable.
